They dispensed with hereditary leg 
islators and hereditary offices, and they re 
jected. as unfit for our system of govern- 
ment the English law of primogeniture, 
which authorized the entailing of landed 
estates in perpetuity, without power of 
alienation, upon the male eldest next of kin. 
Had their beneficent visions leaned for- 
ward for a century and a quarter they 
would have noted that corporations and 
trusts would have an efficient substitute for 
laws of entail. Could they have foreseen 
the colossal accumulations of wealth which 
science, invention, facilities of transporta- 
tion and business organization have placed 
in individual hands, they might have so 
shaped our national organic law that the 
national Legislature would have had power 
to tax large fortunes out of existence. The 
exercise of such a power may seem to be 
unjust, but it may be necessary for “the 
‘safety of the republic is the supreme law.” 
A very great fortune is a great power, and 
few men are fit to be trusted with great 
power. John D. Rockefeller is estimated to 
be worth one thousand millions of dollars. 
With five 8 possessions average 
two hundred ons each, a force in 
‘finance and in commerce exists whose 
power for good or for evil is simply incal- 
culable. There is some security against 
public disaster resulting from these vast ac- 
cumulations of wealth to be found in the 
viciousness and brainlessness of the sons 
of multi-millionaires, who scatter the ac 
cumulations of their sires, so that in the 
third or fourth generation the boatman’s oar 
and the peddler's pack may be resumed. 
The gold of California revolutionized the 


finances, the business methods and, to a 


certain extent the morals of the nation. 


Values advanced, wealth aggregated, popu- 


lation increased, the West leaped to stal- 
wart manhood almost in q day, and greater 
facilities for inland travel and transporta- 
tlon became a necessity, to meet which new 
lines.of railroad were rapidly constructed. 
The differences and difficulties of local man- 
agement suggested the advantages of rall- 
road consolidation, The Civil War broke 


| down local prejudices, made east and west 


homogeneous, introduced communities to 
each other on the battlefield, obliterated 
State lines and made individual effort in 
business, in finance, in manufactures and 
even in politics less profitable to the in- 
dividual than participation in aggregate 
effort where his gains were increased 
although his personality was submerged. 
The Civil War was an educator, but the 
moral nature of our people reacted to a cer- 
tain extent from the tension of patriotic 
and generous sacrifice which existed during 
the war. In twenty years from the days 
when the American people paid a million 
lives and $4,000,000,000 of treasure to save 
the life of the nation and free it from the 
wrong of slavery and the rule of a save oll- 
garchy, there was established in the great 
financial centers, especially in New Yor 
and Chicago, the rule of other despots, as 
selfish, as sordid, as relentiess, and as 
rapacious of dominion as those whose sway 
had been trampled under the iron heels of 
our legions. Moloch was overthrown, but 
Plutus reigned in his place. : 
Many of the multi-millionaires of today 
are too just and others are too wise to push 
their power to its limits. But some are as 
selfish, as rapacious, as arrogant, as des-

This assumption is sald by 
the experts in the currency department to 
be totally unwarranted, and the Comptroller 
of the Currency is proposing to install 
power presses and save the government halt 
a million dollars per annum, which is now 
unnecessarily paid to plate printers) The 
substitution of power presses for hand 
presses would necessitate the discharge of 
several hundred plate printers, who would 
find it difficult to obtain employment else- 
where, as power presses are used by all or 
nearly all the printing and engraving es- 
tablishments in the country. 

The controversy presents features of a 
peculiar character. It would be useless for 
the plate printers to “strike,” for there ts | 
nothing to be gained thereby. It is idle 
to suppose that the plate printers could 
persvade workers in other departments to 
indulge in a “sympathetic” strike, unless 
the use of hand presses shall be continued, 
for if those men who are now employed % 
the United States should leave their v#'!- 
paid jobs there are thousands ready to take 
their places. It would be rather a large 
contract for union labor to take for it to 
attempt to picket or boycott Uncle Sam. 
There would be nobody to assault or “beat 
to a pulp,” for it would be machinery and not 
strike breakers that would take the places of

No Warrant in Law for the Of- 
ficials Asked and Plan May Re- 
main in Abeyance Until Congress 
Mecets—Providence Is Kindly and 
Fruit Is Looking Fine. 


“| 982828 — 

PORTERVILLE, Oct. 22.—Despite 
the discouraging reports which have 
come from Washington to the effect 
that the officials of the Pure Food 
Commission can find no warrant in 
the laws regulating the department, 
which will provide for the appoint- 
ment of orchard inspéctors of or- 
anges, the officials of the associations 
and exchanges are still at work and 
with some prospects of success. 

F. L. Kennedy, the manager of the 
Porterville Citrus Association, stated 
today that it is his belief that the 
commission may be induced to send 
these inspectors to this district under 
the fiction of factory inspection.“ In 
this way it could be understood that 
the inspectors are expected to work 
in the orchards and thus fulfill at 
least the letter of the law. 

At any rate providence appears to 
be with the growors if the commis- 
sion does not, and reports from all 
portions of the orange district are to 
the effect that the fruit is ripening 
and coloring with unprecedented 
rapidity. Balmy days have had 
effect during the past two weeks of 
sizing the fruit rapidly, 
nights, as cool as is usual in the dead 
of winter, have resulted in drawing 
out the color. 

Oranges were brought in to the 

headquarters of the exchange from 
the Zante district today, full of color 
and doubtless suitable for packing, 
even under the new rules of the com- 
mission. 
According to the best figures that 
are available at this time, the total 
production from this district this 
year will be from 20 to 25 per cent. 
larger than last season. 

Better than a normal crop will be 
harvested from the old orchards, the 
trees having responded marvelously 
to proper fertilization methods. In 
the Plano district, especially, the 
fruit is in fine condition, and it is 
Stated as the opinion of competent 
judges that more fruit will grade

TULARE,’ Oct. 22.—Eyverett Wat- 
kins, an Earlimart rancher, was to- 
day sentenced to San Quentin for one 
year for an assault with a deadly 
Weapon upon Frank Padgett, also a 
rancher of the Farlimart section.
